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Many Good Signs In Victory 


There’s that old saying about opening pre-season 
games: you’re never as bad as you look, and you're never 
as good as you look. 

For the Bears last Sunday at London, it was a satisfy- 
ing exhibition opener, as they;came away with a 17-6 win 
over the Cowboys. There were many outstanding plays 
in the game, but there also were a lot of duds. 

ON DEFENSE, THE Bears performed like it was playoff- 
time again. They forced four turnovers, and one of them 
turned into a touchdown (a 48-yard fumble recovery return 
by Dave Duerson). Any time you can hold a team to only 
two field goals, you must be doing something right. 

What makes the defensive performance even more im- 
pressive are two key factors: they are operating under a 
new coordinator in Vince Tobin, and they played the tradi- 
tional pre-season ‘‘vanilla defense.’’ There’s no way Tobin 
is going to put all of his cards on the table this early in 
the summer. Buddy Ryan used to get criticized when his 
defense would be torn apart in a pre-season game. But 
rarely do good defensive coaches get too excited about 
using special formations in these games. 

Many players turned in outstanding performances on 
defense besides Duerson. Reggie Phillips did a great job 
filling in for Leslie Frazier, and Tyrone Keys filled the hole 
vacated by Dan Hampton. Shaun Gayle was also Johnny 
on the spot, and the Fridge created some havoc up the 


middle. 

OFFENSIVELY, THE Bears had some good moments, 
but the timing was lacking in many areas. The passing 
game still has a long way to go, but that's nothing unusual. 
The timing between quarterbacks and receivers always 
seems to be a bit off during the pre-season. Starter Jim 
McMahon connected on only one pass while Steve Fuller 
and Mike Tomezak had only limited success. The Bears 
easily should have scored a couple more touchdowns. 

Competition is very strong in the Bears’ camp this year, 
and many players need to show their best in these exhi- 
bition encounters. Brian Baschnagel has recovered from 
his 1985 knee surgery, and once again is proving he is 
one of the most valuable members of the club. Not only 
is he a clutch receiver, but he makes many big plays on 
the special teams. Mike Ditka has said no one has stood 
out in the battle to replace Dennis McKinnon, so things 
are looking up for Basch. 

Some rookies will play key roles with the club this year 
including CB Vestee Jackson, WR David Williams and 
punt returner Lew Barnes. 

The Bears still have four more games to get ready for 
ne requiar Season opener vs. Cheveland. Dike xh) use 
the contest at Pittsburgh next Saturday as a big test for 
the rookies and free agents. The veterans still have plenty 
of time to get in shape.

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Defense Records Four Turnovers 


Big Plays In First Half Lead To Win Over Cowboys

LONDON — It may be a new season, and it may only 
be the pre-season, but last Sunday’s performance vs. the 
Cowboys at jam-packed Wembley Stadium was vintage 
Bears. 

Key turnovers on defense, a defensive player scoring 
a touchdown, some big plays on offense, and effective spe- 
cial team plays helped the Bears capture a 17-6 victory 
over the Cowboys in soggy London. 

“| WAS HAPPY with what | saw, but we've still got miles 
to go before the playoffs,”’ said head coach Mike Ditka, 
who clearly had his game-face on following the contest. 

‘| thought we'd give up some yardage on defense, but 
not a lot of points. | didn’t realize we’d get that many tur- 
novers, but we got some key turnovers on defense. Offen- 
sively, we looked like a footbali team in a couple of 
instances, and that’s to be expected. We haven't operat- 
ed with our quarterback, our halfback in a couple of in- 
stances. There’s a lot of people who haven’t been in 
there.”’ 

Even though the defense did allow many yards, it only 
let up two field goals, and recorded four turnovers. The 
first turnover opened the game’s scoring. 

MIDWAY THROUGH THE first quarter, Dallas quarter- 
back Danny White completed a pass to WR Tony Hill. As 
Hill turned up field, the ball was knocked loose by CB Reg- 
gie Phillips and recovered by SS Dave Duerson. Duerson 
broke away from the pack and raced 48 yards for a touch- 
down to give the Bears a 7-0 lead. 

“If it hadn't been for Richard Dent, | wouldn’t have got- 
ten in the end zone,”’ said Duerson. “Richard provided 
the key block which got me in.” 

The play was indicative of the type of performance the 
Bear defense showcased in front of the London fans. 

“‘WE PLAYED SOME good football for an opening 
game,”’ added Duerson. “It was a total team effort. We 
just played basic defense, with little blitzing and a lot of 
zones. We will play most of the pre-season this way.”’ 

Later in the opening quarter, another turnover gave the 
Bears a chance to score. Defensive tackle William Perry 
forced RB Tony Dorsett to fumble, and the ball was reco- 
vered by CB Reggie. Phillips at the Dallas 15. But on a

fourth-and-one at the Cowboys six, RB Walter Payton was 
thrown for a one-yard loss. 

The Cowboys then drove all the way to the Chicago four, 
before the defense clamped up. Rafael Septien connect- 
ed on a 22-yard field goal to cut the lead to 7-3. 

MIDWAY THROUGH THE second quarter, Septien at- 
tempted a 43-yard field goal, but it was blocked by Henry 
Waecnter. ° ; 

Following a fair catch at their own 49-yard line, the Bears 
began their second touchdown drive. Under the direction 


of QB Steve Fuller, who had replaced starter Jim McMa>. 


hon, the Bears quickly drove downfield. The drive includ- 
ed a 12-yard pass to WR Keith Ortego, and a 17-yard 
scramble by Fuller. The latter play set the stage for the 
Fridge. He bowled over the Dallas line for a one-yard 
touchdown plunge to make it 14-3. 

“That's what everyone wanted to see,”’ said Perry. “The 
fans had a great time watching me score. It was really 
great how they were cheering for me.”’ 

BEFORE THE HALF ended, a 16-yard punt return by 
rookie Lew Barnes brought the ball into Cowboy territory. 
The Bears drove from the Dallas 38 to the 18, before Kevin 
Butler hit on a 35-yard field goal to make it 17-3. 

An interception of a Fuller pass by DE Jim Jeffcoat set 
up the final field goal of the game. Actually, Jeffcoat would 
have gone all the way if free agent Gordon Jones hadn’t 
caught up with him at the Chicago 28. The Cowboys drove 
down to the three, before Septien hit on a 22-yard field 

oal. 

2 In the final quarter, rookie DB Maurice Douglass reco- 
vered a Dallas fumble at the Bears’ 17-yard line. With third- 
string QB Mike Tomczak in the game, the Bears began 
another long drive. The series included a 23-yard pass to 
RB Thomas Sanders and an 18-yard reception by WR Bri- 
an Baschnagel. But the Bears came away empty when 
Butler's 42-yard field goal attempt went wide left. 

Before the game ended, rookie CB Vestee Jackson in- 
tercepted a Dallas pass, and the Bears were in scoring 
range once again. But this time, Butler’s field goal attempt 
from 49 yards went wide left. 

“Some of our young kids played well out there,”’ said 
Ditka. “Our concentration was good on both defense and 
offense.” 


GAME NOTES: British placekicker Russell Willsmer 
was signed by the Bears before the game and handled 
the kickoff duties. . . There was a torrential downpour 
two hours before the game, but the field’s drainage 
system was quite adequate. . . There are only 40,000 
seats at Wembley Stadium, but 82,699 fans attended 
the game. Those without seats stood in the end zone 
areas. . .One of the fans put on a show late in the game 
as he streaked naked onto the field. Security got a hold 
of him pretty quickly. ..Seventh-round draft choice 
Bruce Jones didn’t make the trip to London, and it ap- 
pears he has quit football. But now he says he may

Hughes Expects Improved Offense 


PLATTEVILLE, Wi — The Bears are practicing offense 
in training camp, too. The defense gets most of the me- 
dia attention because it has a new coordinator. Last year, 
the defense got most of the attention because it had the 
same old coordinator who said things that made his bosses 
gasp and fume. But the Bears do plan to play with the ball, 
as well as without it. 

“If everything works right,”’ offensive coordinator Ed 
Hughes says, “‘we’ll be a better offense than we were a 
year ago.” 

IT WASN’T BAD last year. It led in NFL rushing for the 


third straight year. Its passing yardage leaped from 23rd 
to second in yards per attempt. The Bears scored 456 
points, second to San Diego and nearly 30 a game. They 
set a Super Bowl record with 46. 

“We didn’t win because of our defense,” coach Mike 
Ditka says. ‘“‘Contrary to what a lot of people think, | don’t 
think that. | think we won because we were a good foot- 
ball team. 

“We scored 400-some points, and nobody even wants 
to talk about that. That’s the highest in the history of the 
Bear organization. The defense helped us do that. The 
offense helped us. The kicking game. If you put points on 
the board, you take pressure off your defense.” 

TO SOME, IT’S news that the Bears even have an offen- 
sive coordinator. Between them, the two coordinators got 
as much publicity last year as defensive coordinator Bud- 
dy Ryan got. To say Hughes was Jess known than Ryan 
is like saying Tom Poston cuts a lower profile than Don 


“ 


Johnson. 

Ryan, now the Eagles’ head coach, had his name in 
headlines and his face in national magazines. Hughes’ 
could go into the federal witness-protection program 
without changing either his name or his face. 

One reason Hughes is so unnoticed is he coordinates 
the offense for a head coach who spends most of his time- 
with the offense. If it was Ryan’s defense, and now Vince 
Tobin’s, it’s Ditka’s offense. But Hughes coaches the quar- 
terbacks, assembles the game plan for Ditka’s approval 
and calls a lot of the plays. ; 

HUGHES IS THE one who keeps Ditka from creeping 
into his shell, Ditka says. Hughes gives the offense its light 
and lively touch. 

“| like to play the game wide open,”’ Hughes says. “‘l 
think people who come to see a game want to see excite- 
ment for 60 minutes. | like an exciting game. | like to think 
about scoring 70 points instead of 24.” 

A lot of offensive coaches talk like that. They know it’s 
what fans want to hear, but come Sunday, do they bite 
into a game like a kid with an ice cream cone? Hughes 
does. Most coaches slurp around the edges. 

‘‘THEY’RE AFRAID,’’ Hughes says. ‘‘They’re afraid 
they’ll be criticized if things don’t work. | don’t look at it 
that way. When you put your plays in, you design them 
to work. 

“You work on them all week. You know they’ll work. I’ve 
been with offenses where the offensive linemen can’t wait 
to hear the quarterback call an exciting play in the huddle.” 

Hughes doesn't look like a wild kind of guy. Ryan does. 
With his gruff voice and language that cried for a sewage 
treatment plant, he seemed to be the kind of guy who 
would think of football as an invasion exercise. Hughes, 
with his rimless glasses and quiet manner, seems more 
the kind of guy who would count the gate receipts. 

HIS MOUTH IS usually expressionless. But his eyes, 
sometimes they practically burst out laughing. His eyes 
give him away. Yes, Hughes is having fun. He likes to in- 
vade the opponent, too. 

“Offense, to me, is attack,” he says. “‘! think of it ina 
military way. Attack, not retreat. | like to play like General 
Patton. Get big chunks at a time.” 

Hughes’ favorite play is play-action pass. “Best play in 
football,” he says.

IT’S AN ATTACKING play. The linemen don’t drop back 
to form a pass pocket. They fire out, just as they would 
on a run. 

“It takes a little guts for an offensive lineman to go at- 
tack a defensive lineman. He’s thinking, if | miss him, he’ll 
go for the quarterback. But | don’t think that way. If you 
miss your man but you made him think it’s a running play, 
he'll go for the runner. By the time he sees the guy doesn’t 
have the ball, it’s too late. 

“Next to that, the screen is the best. We don’t execute 
screens well. We have a lot of screens that start to de- 
velop, but they only get three or four yards because peo- 
ple don’t execute their blocks properly.” 

IT’S A DIFFICULT block. It’s in the open field. But it 
can be learned. Training camp is the time to learn it. 

It’s the time to work on timing between passers and 
receivers. Sideline routes and quick routes over the mid- 
dle are thrown on a count and the receiver has to be there. 
Ditka wasn’t happy with the way they worked out last year. 

He wants to see more safety-valve plays, too, “‘so we

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can eliminate the goddarned quarterback hits and sacks. 
Jim (McMahon) can dump the ball to somebody in the flat 
and let him run for five yards."’ The Bears always have 
had those options. Now they want McMahon to.use them 
more quickly. 

DITKA WANTS TO use more no-huddle offense, not 
just in the two-minute period. He wants to get more touch- 
downs from drives inside the 20, an area of strong con- 


centration in last year’s training camp but little , 


improvement during the season. ‘‘At least we came away 
with points,”’ he said of Kevin Butler’s kicking. 

The biggest project will be to find a replacement for Den- 
nis McKinnon, the big-play wide receiver who will miss the 
season to rest his knee after three operations. “| don’t see 
why our No. 1 draft choice can’t work there,” Hughes says. 
“He’s supposed to be that good an athlete.” 

Neal Anderson would have to sign first. But he is used 
to being clobbered as a running back. McKinnon’s most 
consistent contribution was over the middle. Not only did 
he gain yards there, he forced defenses to relax their out- 
side coverage. 

“NOW THE QUESTION is: Can we find a receiver to 
go over the middle like Dennis?”’ Hughes says. “‘Ander- 


son shouldn't have any problem. It's easier than going over 
the line.” 

Hughes developed his fancy for a wide-open offense 
when he played defensive back for the Rams and the Gi- 
ants, then coached defense from 1960 through 1967. ‘‘It 
puts a lot of pressure on a defense when they know you've 
got that kind of weapons at hand.” 

There have been times, through 26 years with 11 teams, 
that Hughes had to be — dare we say it? — conservative. 
Injuries left him no choice. He scaled down his play selec- 
tion, for example, when New Orleans lost both starting 
guards. Otherwise, he said, ‘It would have meant Archie 
Manning would have been dead before the game was 
over.’ The same thing happened when he was with new 
receivers coach Greg Landry, Detroit's quarterback in 
1977. 

“We'd win 14-7 in the dullest game you ever watched,” 
Hughes says. “Most of the time, we were fortunate. We 
were on the road. We'd have been booed out of the stadi- 
um at home: | had to bite my tongue on the sideline to 
keep from calling some other plays.” 

Now he can wag his tongue as much as he wants. He 
just doesn’t choose to unless there’s a good play to cail. 
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Opening Victory Is a Mixed Bag 


It looks like the Bears are ‘‘back on a mission’ after last 
Sunday's 17-6 win over Dallas at Wembley Stadium in Lon- 
don, England. 

The intensity of the first half was surprising after all the 
Super Bowl-type hype the game received for a solid week 
overseas. But on Sunday, the Bears were ready to play 
football against a team still smarting from that 44-0 drub- 
bing by the Bears in Dallas last year. 

THE TIMING BETWEEN Jim McMahon and his receiv- 
ing corps was subpar as McMahon went one for six ear- 
ly. Fortunately, the Bears’ running game took up the slack, 
particularly Dennis Gentry. The former Baylor star has a 
golden opportunity, as Walter Payton’s backup with top 
draft pick Neal Anderson unsigned at game time. Ander- 
son has missed very valuable time in training camp and

won't be much of a factor now even if he does sign. Gen- 
try showed the explosiveness on sweeps, and off-tackle 
carries that indicate he is ready for the challenge by the 
rookie from Florida. 

In the first half, the Bear offense did not commit a tur- 
nover while Dallas had two. This factor is more significant 
when you realize that guys like Randy White, Bill Bates 
and Everson Walls played most of the half. 

Defensively, the Bears were in mid-season form. Dave 
Ouerson scooped up a fumble by Tony Hill and raced 48 
yards for the Bears’ first touchdown of 1986. Later in the 
first quarter, William Perry fought off two blockers and 
forced a fumble which was recovered by Reggie Phillips. 

SHAUN GAYLE PICKED off a tipped pass and returned 
it with some moves that even Payton could appreciate. 
The play was called back by a penalty, but the perfor- 
mance by Gayle was noteworthy. 

The defense seemed to have Dallas quarterbacks Dan- 
ny White and Steve Pelluer backpeddling and scrambling 
all day. Balls were tipped, receivers were crunched and 
quarterbacks tasted some British soil. 

Prospects look good for improved special teams play 
in 1986. Their alertness in an-opener was most impres- 
sive. Henry Waechter blocked a Dallas field goal attempt 
and rookie punt returner Lew Barnes, only 5-8, showed 
flashes of why the Bears like his chances to make this 
team. He gives the punt return team that speed which has 
been missing for so long. Only. Dennis McKinnon has 
returned punts with that genuine speed threat which is so 
essential in the NFL. 

THERE WERE SOME veterans fighting for their NFL 
lives on both sides. Among them was Brian Baschnagel, 
who missed all of 1985, and is hanging on for his NFL life. 
Baschnagel made an alert play on special teams punt 
coverage by keeping a punt out of the end zone with a 
dive, then seeing it down at the Cowboy two-yard line. It’s 
plays like that which set up the Bears’ defense. Remem- 
ber in last year’s game at Dallas, Richard Dent intercept- 
ed a tipped pass at the Dallas two, and scored a big 
touchdown. 

The kicking game looked good with Kevin Butler hitting 
on one of three field goal attempts, and Maury Buford punt- 
ing the Bears out of trouble consistently. 

For a first pre-season game, the Bears gave evidence 
that they have not forgotten what’s gotten them a Super 
Bowl ring. Their sense of continuing on a mission was ob- 
vious and none of the champs looked complacent. 

THE IMPROVEMENT IN William Perry is another plus. 
Perry, now with a year under his large belt, fought off 
blockers all day, clogged the running lanes, and took away 
the inside penetration of the Dallas running game. Some- 
times it’s easy to forget how good an athlete this young 
man is. You see so much of him in commercials, and with 
all that blubber floating inside his jersey, the temptation 
is to regard him as a freak. 

Perry has quickness, awesome strength and is now ac- 
quiring savvy. He returned to the offense long enough to 
score on a short plunge to the delight of 80,000 Londoners 
in the stands. But it's his defensive ability that is becom- 
ing more noticeable. He’s not just a blob out there. Perry 
ison nvhis Way to peomingc one bof the more Epona Setar 


sive players in pro football. 

One game doesn’t say too much to Mike Ditka. But he 
had to like what he saw last Sunday. Good concentration 
in the middle of a media carnival, solid hitting by the 
defense playing for a new coordinator and mental alert- 
ness on the part of the special teams. 

How good would the Bears be this year with Todd Bell 
and Neal Anderson in uniform? Remember that Dennis 
McKinnon and Leslie Frazier are out for the year, and Dan 
Hampton didn’t play in London. Ditka has talked about us- 
ing Anderson as a receiver, and Bell would have a tough 
time starting right now. If those two signed, the depth of 


the 1986 Bears could be better than it was last year when, 


they went 18-1. Add Vestee Jackson to the defense, and 
you get the chills. 

It was fun to watch the Bears again. Sure they made 
mistakes in the second half, but the initial impression is 
that this team will take nothing for granted in 1986. That 
makes last Sunday’s pre-season opener a big win in more 
ways than one.

STEELERS HEAD COACH CHUCK NOLL 


Special to the BEAR REPORT 

LATROBE, PA — Since he took over the helm of the 
Steelers in 1969, Chuck Noll has led the club to four Su- 
per Bowl titles and many other excellent seasons. But 1985 
is one year Noll would like to forget quickly. 

For'the first time since 1971, the Steelers did not post 
a winning record as they finished the dismal ’85 campaign 
with a 7-9 mark. Actually, in the weak AFC Central, the 
Steelers were in the race until the final week of the sea- 
son. Cleveland won the AFC Central with an 8-8 mark. 

NOLL SAYS HIS team has to stop making the mistakes 
that non-playoff teams tend to make year after year. 

“We have to execute perfectly,’ says Noll. ‘We can’t 
afford a single mistake. In years past, we could make mis- 
takes and overcome them, But now, we have to be ef- 
ficient.” 

One area where the Steelers are pretty solid is on 
defense. The unit ranked sixth in the NFL last year. The 
Pittsburgh defense limited opponents to 273 first downs, 
which tied the Raiders for fewest allowed in the AFC. They 
held opponents under 100 yards rushing eight times, held 
teams without a touchdown three times, and under 20 
points six times. But they also had some bad games, as 
the unit allowed 31 points to Denver and 54 to San Diego 
during the final month of the season. 

THE KEY PLAYERS for Pittsburgh on defense are line- 
backer David Little (team leading 114 tackles), lineback- 
er Mike Merriweather (98 tackles), defensive end Keith 
Willis (team-leading 51/2 sacks), and cornerback Dwayne 
Woodruff (team-leading 41/2 sacks). 

There is no doubt the Pittsburgh offense must improve 
dramatically in 1986 in order for the club to be considered 
a serious playoff contender. Mark Malone is back as the 
Starting quarterback, but the seven-year veteran complet- 
ed only 50 percent of his passes last year. He does not 
like being compared to former Steeler Terry Bradshaw. 

“People in this town tend to compare a player with 
someone who is long gone,” says Malone. “That's fine, 
but it seems a little strange that the guy (Bradshaw) is per- 
fect, now that he’s gone. | remember when he was play- 
ing after winning four Super Bowls and heard boos.” 

MALONE HAS A great crop of receivers to throw to. 
Thirteen-year veteran John Stallworth caught 75 passes 
for 937 yards last year, while three-year veteran Louis

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Hornung Finally Gets Into ‘Hall’ 


Special to the BEAR REPORT 

CANTON, OH — It may have taken 20 years to get here, 
but former Packer great Paul Hornung says the wait was 
well worth it to be inducted into the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame. ‘ 

“Let's put it this way, | didn’t give up hope,”’ said Hor- 
nung as he joined quarterback Fran Tarkenton, safety Ken 
Houston, linebacker Willie Lanier and halfback Doak Walk- 
er in enshrinement ceremonies last Saturday on the steps 
of the fabled Hall. The five-man class of 1986 brought the 
Hall’s ranks to 133. 

IN NINE YEARS, Hornung rushed for 3,711 yards and 
caught 130 passes for 1,480 yards. In 1960, he set an NFL 
record in scoring by compiling 176 points on 15 touch- 
downs, 41 extra points and 15 field goals. Hornung 
finished his career with 760 points, the fifth-highest league 
total ever. His career, however, was tainted in 1963 when 
he was suspended for one season due to gambling. That 
is the main reason why it took him 20 years from the time 
of his retirement in 1966 to get recognized by the Hall’s 
voting committee earlier this year. 

“This was a long time in coming,”’ Hornung said. *' 
thought | might have been used somewhat like a political 
football because the story was, why wasn’t Paul Hornung 
getting into the Hall of Fame rather than most of the péo- 
ple who were getting in? | was really getting kind of peeved 
and worried. But naturally, I’m happy to be in it now.” 

During his speech before the standing-room only crowd 
outside the Hall, Horning praised his legendary coach, the 
late Vince Lombardi. : 

**LOMBARDIIS THE reason | am here today. There are 
10 Lombardi Packers in the Hall of Fame, but only two 
of them — Forrest Gregg and Herb Adderley — would be 
here if it had not been for Lombardi’s coaching.” 

eTarkenton passed for over 47,000 yards (an NFL 
record) during his 18-year career with the Vikings and Gi- 
ants. He also holds league records for pass completions 
(3,686) and passing touchdowns (342). Known for his 
scrambling ability, Tarkenton rushed for 3,674 yards dur- 
ing his career. 

“We had some great teams,’’ said Tarkenton who led 
the Vikings to three of their four Super Bowl appearances. 
The Vikings lost all four games. ‘‘The team has taken a 
terrible rap for those losses. One person in the Hall of 
Fame just isn’t right. | am very disappointed we didn’t win 
the Super Bowl. There has been a void in my life ever 
since. But once you get to the top of the mountain, you 
look for another mountain to climb.” 

@HOUSTON PLAYED FOR 14 seasons with the Oilers 


and Redskins. During that span, he intercepted 49 pass- 
es and played in 12 all-star games. 

George Allen, Houston’s head coach with the Redskins, 
called him the greatest strong safety to ever play the game. 
But Houston said he never mastered the position. 


‘| started off as an offensive center and a middle line- . 


backer,’’ Houston said. ‘‘All my years, | was just learning 
to play (free safety). | was a working man’s player. And 
| still felt, after 14 years, there was a lot to learn about the 
position.”’ 

eLANIER PLAYED FOR the Kansas City Chiefs from 
1967-77 and was a major part of their defense. 

“Everybody thinks if your offense has the ball at the one- 
yard line, you expect them to score,” Lanier said. “The 
defense has to take the other perspective. You do not ex- 
pect your defense to allow the other team to score. (In the 
1970 Super Bowl) we were 13-point underdogs and | 
couldn't figure out how (the Vikings) were even going to 
score 13 points.” 

eWalker played only six seasons in the NFL (1950-55), 
all with the Lions. He played a variety of positions, includ- 
ing running back, receiver, quarterback, and virtually all 
defensive positions. 

“Today, | can say I’m officially retired as a player,” Walk- 
er said. ‘| am proud to be honored with the class of 1986, 
and to join the greatest players who ever played the 
game.”

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Defense Will Not Miss Buddy Ryan 
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PLATTEVILLE, WI — Only three days after training 
camp started, a picture in a daily newspaper identified Bill 
Tobin as Vince Tobin. 

“Vince's wife called and said, ‘He left home with dark 
hair and three days later, it's white,’ ”’ said Bill Tobin. 

BILL TOBIN HAS been around the Bears for 12 years 
and has a right to have white hair. He also should be recog- 
nized by now as the personnel director largely responsi- 
ble for assembling the Bears’ talent, but the Bears were 
not so famous before last year. 

Younger brother Vince Tobin became famous within 
hours of replacing defensive coordinator Buddy Ryan, who 
became famous even before Mike Ditka did. Vince Tobin 
was supposed to get white hair as soon as he tried to step 
into Ryan's shoes. 

Comparing Vince Tobin’s defense with Buddy Ryan’s 
defense has been a pastime of nearly everyone during 
training camp. But what became apparent from the first 
days is this is Bid Tobin's defense, too. It is also Mike Dit- 
ka's defense and Jim Finks’ defense and Jim Parmer’s 
defense. It is everybody's defense who has been connect- 
ed with the Bears since Mike Hartenstine was drafted one 
round after Walter Payton in 1975. 

CLEARLY, iT iS a defense made up of great players 
more than it is a defense made by great coaches or made 
from innovative systems. These guys flat out can play foot- 
ball. As William Perry would say about dunking a basket- 
ball: “Any way you want it.”’ 

Vince Tobin keeps saying his primary job is putting “the 
best 11 on the field."" He could line them up arm and arm 
across the field like a chorus line and probably win more 
games than he would lose. i 

What makes Tobin's job harder than it sounds is that 
his. best 11 might include five linemen and five linebackers. 

AS FOR TOBIN’S system, the main ingredient from 
Ryan’s system remains intact. It is not the ‘46’ formation 
that befuddled and riddled offenses; it is the players’ en- 
thusiasm as well as their skill. 

Only minutes into their first contact drills in Platteville, 
the Bear defenders were barking at their own teammates

on offense, out-hitting them, out-talking them, and out- 
playing. Granted, every defense is ahead of every offense 
early in every training camp every year. Granted, the 
offense was playing without key people, such as quarter- 
back Jim McMahon and running back Walter Payton. 

The point was not to belittle the Bears’ offense; it was 
to signal that all is well on defense. 

BEAR PLAYERS HAD showered Ryan and his system 
with praise last year, deservedly so. Sometimes, they went 
overboard and suggested they couldn't ever win without 
him. It is probably to Ryan’s credit that they now believe 
to a man that they have the ability to do anything they want

to do under any coach in any system. 

If there was any hesitancy in the way the Bears grabbed 
onto Tobin’s system, it must have been behind locked 
doors. On the field, the Bears played with reckless aban- 
don. To be sure, it was so early in camp that nobody was 
even thinking about keeping score. But first impressions 
by players and observers were unanimous.

“| didn’t think we'd be hesitant,” said middle lineback- 
er Mike Singletary, the glue man. ‘Whenever we’re on 
the field together, those vibes we get from one another 
— just helping and playing for one another — you can’t 
help but get excited.” i 

“COME ON, WHERE are all those dogs we've been 
working on, coach?” linebacker Otis Wilson asked Tobin 
after Wilson wasn’t allowed to blitz. 

Wilson used to yell at Ryan, too, every time Ryan took 
him out of a game in passing situations. 

Players called the early aspects of Tobin's system ‘‘eas- 
ier to learn” than Ryan's system. That doesn’t mean it will 
be simpler for offenses to attack. 

“‘THIS IS NOT A vanilla defense,” said end Dan Hamp- 
on. ‘There are a lot of specialized schemes and we’re 
going to be very aggressive. We can move from a 3-4 to 
a 4-3 at the drop of a hat. We're not going to sit back on 
our haunches and have people beat us up.” 

“If | had come in as a rookie with Vince and learned 
this system, I’d have been in the Pro Bowl five years ago,”’ 
said Wilson. “This is basic. Just go out and kick some- 
body’s butt.” : 

“In Buddy’s system, it was ‘You dethis because | tell 
you to doit,’ ’’ said cornerback Reggie Phillips. ‘““The sys- 
tem we're working on now, we can see the reasoning and 
understand why we’re doing things. It’s much easier to 
learn.” 

FOR EXAMPLE, TOBIN has a version of the ‘46’ that . 
uses Hampton at nose tackle to apply pressure over the 
middle. But instead of putting both outside linebackers on 
the strong side and using the strong safety as a weakside 
linebacker, Tobin keeps the linebackers on opposite sides 
of the field and keeps the strong safety at strong safety. 

“It’s the ‘46’ other teams try to run. They don’t run it 
the way we used to run it,’”’ said linebacker Wilber 
Marshall. 

Ryan's ‘46' put tremendous pressure on his lineback- 
ers, who were good enough to handle it.

It's hard not to like Joe Spivak. He personifies what fun 
is all about when connected with earnestness. If you ever 
met him, | dare you to try and not like him. His candid- 
ness and friendliness combine to make him irresistible. 

What you notice first are the stories and jokes, each one 
delivered with enthusiasm and glee. The next thing you 
take mind of is his physical form. He checks in at six feet 
even and just under 300 pounds. 

MUSCLE — HE HAS 22-inch biceps — must weigh 
more than fat, as the old saying goes, because Spivak just 
doesn't look as if he weighs that much. 

“always kill ‘em at carnivals when those guys try to 
guess my weight,” he quips. “'l think | have the element

WHEN INFORMED GY Gitka that Spivak had been a 
victim of the new roster number limitations, Spivak replied 
to the head coach, “‘OK, but | want you to know that if ! 
can't be a Bear here then I'll be a Bear somewhere else.” 

Ditka, of course, loves that kind of attitude and that, cou- 
pled with the ability shown by Spivak in camp, prompted 
Ditka to tell the rookie that he’d be invited to camp again 
in 1986. 

Spivak appreciated Ditka’s words, but he was unsure 
about whether or not the Bears were truly interested in 
him for the next season. He rarely watched the Bears, in 
person or on television, as they marched toward what 
would be Super Bowl glory. 

“GOD KNOWS THE reason | didn’t watch the Bears 
last season was not because | didn’t care. | did care. But 
watching them would’ve hurt too much because | felt that 
| was good enough to be out there,” he explains. 

“So I'd go running, or do whatever, instead of watch- 
ing the games on TV: | was getting ready to be-out there 
for the next season. People say you should try to do what 
you jiove. Well, | love this. | love football. That’s what | do, 
play football. | think it’s the greatest sport in the world.” 

That's why Spivak was so pleased when ‘‘lo and be- 
hold, Jerry Vainisi called me right before the playoffs,” 
he remembers, smiling. ‘! had told myself that | wouldn’t 
call the Bears, that they’d have to call me. | needed to 
know that they really were interested in me. 

“JERRY GAVE MY wife and | tickets to the playoffs and 
he said that he’d look into the possibility of Super Bowl 
tickets. Then Jimbo Covert called me up and said that he 
had Super Bowl tickets for us,”” he beams. 

Spivak was welcomed back with open arms, even 
though he was not yet back in a Bears uniform. He was 
told continually by his former teammates that he was go- 
ing to make the team in 1986, a premise he more than 
subscribes to. ‘ 

“l want to make it with the Bears. | will make it. I'm good 
enough to make it and this year I’m gonna make it,” he 
vows. “My brother put up a new garage door at my 
mother’s house and he has a Bears helmet, about eight 
feet by eight feet, on the door. 

“LAST YEAR AT this time | would've wanted him to 
back off doing stuff like that. But this year I’m so gung 
ho | told my brother that if he wanted to do that, fine. . .go 
ahead. The goal of playing pro football is something I've 
worked for ever since | was a little boy. 

“Making it inthe NFL is something I’ve dreamed about, 
and I'm going to make my dream come true. I'll make my 
dream come true this year. | believe that if you think you 
can, you will. And | really think | can,” he continues. *‘|

believe | can. There are too many people — including my- 
self — who have faith in me for me to fail now. I’m going 
to play for the Chicago Bears.” 

Spivak’s intensity and tenacity earned him the nickname 
“Mad Dog’”’ during his college days, a time when he was 
initially thought to be a football failure. 

DESPITE A FINE high school football career in subur- 
ban Oak Forest, he had no college scholarship offers. Spi- 
vak was determined to make the Illinois State team as a 
walk-on, and he more than succeeded. 

However as a freshman “‘the ISU coaches told me that 
I'd be better off concentrating on my studies because they 
thought | was not good enough to play there. Well,’’ he 


pauses for emphasis, “I proved “em wrong. 

“T went on to be team captain my junior and senior 
years. | was All-Missouri Valley Conference those two sea- 
sons and as a senior | was All-American honorable men- 
tion, in addition to being a member of the All-American 
strength team picked by the NCAA.” 

Spivak’s off-season jobs (a Rush Street bouncer dur- 
ing his college days, a salesman at the Chicago Produce 
Center lately) have been mere gap-stoppers until he could 
reach his dream of being a pro football player. 

Well, this is it. This is his best chance ever. Joe Spivak 
is knocking on that door again. And this time he’s deter- 
mined to have that door swing open wide for him.

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Ramsey Leads Patriots To ‘Hall’ Victory

CANTON, OH — New England quarterback Tom Ram- 
sey did not play in a regular season game last year, and 
may not make it into one this season, but he certainly ap- 
pears ready to guide the club in case of emergency. 

During last Saturday’s annual Hall of Fame Game, Ram- 
sey completed 17 of 23 passes for 254 yards and one 
touchdown as he guided the defending AFC champions 
toa 21-16 victory over the St.,Louis Cardinals. But the im- 
pressive performance by the former UCLA standout did 
not change coach Raymond Berry’s mind about how he 
is going to use at quarterback this season. 

“RAMSEY NEEDED THE playing time,” Berry said. *') 
was pleased with his scrambling. He’s our No. 3 quarter- 
back. Tony Eason is No. 1 and Steve Grogan is No. 2.” 
Berry did not play his top two signal-callers in this game, 
but is planning to give both of them plenty of work in the 
final four pre-season contests. — 

In the first quarter, the Patriots showed they can still 
make the big plays which led them to the Super Bowl last 
January. Ronnie Lippett opened the game's scoring when 
he returned an intercepted pass from Neil Lomax 93 yards 
for a touchdown. § 

The Cardinals got on the board a few minutes later with 
a 28-yard field goal by rookie John Lee (UCLA), and then 
jumped ahead 10-7 when rookie Vai Sikahema returned 
a punt 91 yards for a touchdown. Before the half, the Cards 
increased their lead to 13-7 with a 39-yard field goal. 

Ramsey led the Patriots to two third quarter touchdowns 
which sealed the victory. The first score came on a four- 
yard pass from Ramsey to wide receiver Cedric Jones, 
and the clincher came on a one-yard run by Mosi Tatupu.

Punter Harry Newsome, a rookie last year, ranked dead 
last in the AFC with a 39.6 average and is being challenged 
by two free agents this summer. Placekicker Gary Ander- 
son kicked a club record 33 field goals in 42 attempts last 
year. Lipps averaged 12.1 on punt returns last year and 
scored two touchdowns.
